and took a Copy of the InftruQtons;to ſend them to the ſeveral Confpirators 
 intthe Country, toencourape their-Contributions. That he acknowledg'd 
the Receipt of his Patent for Secretary of State ; which was feaPd with' 
the Feſuits Sealy and ſign'd by their m_ S;

Accompr of their Stewardſhip. It was a Sottz/h thing to undertake ſuch a 
Plor,bur when they had once undertaken. it,there was nothing-rthat look'd 


either like Romantzic or  Sottiſh, ro preſerve the memory of-their Tran- ' 


faQions. Nay, had they'reap'd the Fruits of. their Labors; they -would 
have glory'd in what the Compendium calls Romantic and Sottihh, to have 
ſen their Mohumental hands affix'd to Reſolves: and Memorandums, as 
Teſtimonies ro Poſterity , of their daily Merit: and Diligence. Neither 
could fo great a Deſign be carried on-for ſo many Years, withour ſuch En- 
rries and Regiſters; ir being impollible, in caſe of Mortality , for ſucceed- 
ing Counſels to act methodically, as the Nature-of./ſo high a Concern re- 
quir'd withour 'em ; only becauſe the Jeſuites were more-prudent ro con- 
ccal their Important Regiſter , the thing ir ſelf muit be a Roxmance. He 
may as well tell us there. was no Plot, which. he that believes from the 
filly Infinuations of his Compendium, muſt make an abſolute Renunciation

It there could be any thing plainer-then this, ler the 
Conſideration of the Pecple judge, For why Coleman ſhould be hang'd for 
the paymenr of 5000 /. upon the Accomprt of Treaſon, and Sir George 
be Acquitrted for receiving the ſame 50004. for the fame Treaſon, 1s a 
Riddle worth expounding. 

But torerurn to the Epztome, As for Corker ſays the Abbreviator,Oates
